The third requisite In the scientific 
farming of the woodlot. Is that the 
cattle be kept out, especially after 
heavy cutting, when reproduction Is 
most^csiicd. Cattle are Just as In¬ 
jurious to a young crop of tree-seed¬ 
lings as they are to a young crop of 
grain. They may Indeed eat the 
graes In the woodlot, but they would 
just as soon, If not sooner, eat the 
young and tender hardwdod shoots, 
and the samo can be said of sheep. 
Even coniferous seedlings are not Im¬ 
mune eo that certainty In reproduction 
Is only assured by fencing off the cut- 
over areas. DrvFernow predicts that 
“There will ba.a time when the Wood- 
lot will sell tfie. farm or will be a ne¬ 
cessary part of the farm to make it 
valuable. In the seasons when his

At the Dominion Experi¬ 
mental Farm at Lacombe serious 
winter killing has been experienced, 
except with the Grimm and Turkes¬ 
tan varieties. Failures in certain 
parts of tho province to get the crop 
to live through the winter has doubt¬ 
less been due to the fact that the 
seed used has come from some of 
the warmer parts of the United States 
where hardy strains have not predom¬ 
inated. I believe that most of the 
-iailures that have been met with In 
tho Gleichen and Starthmore dis¬ 
tricts have been due to this fact, fqr 
I have visited fields of alfalfa In these 
districts that are two and three 
years old th-..t w'ere in as vigorous 
and thrifty oetHHHfflT'as one would 
desire.

1 Ottawa.—Causes will have an exhib¬ 
it at the Panama-Pad lie exposition to 
be held next summer st San Francis¬ 
co- The invitation to participate has 
been officially accepted by the govern¬ 
ment; the site has been selected and 
preparations are already under way 
foi*tbe erection of a building comhlen- 
surate with tbe importance of Canada 
as an exhibitor. Tbe exhibit will be 
purely national In ^character and will 
consist of a display of the national re¬ 
sources of the Dominion. 

It Is not believed here that Great 
Britain's decision not to participate in 
the exposition has been arrived at, 
with any lea of retaliation against the 
United States on account of the tolls 
question on the canal. Great Brit¬ 
ain has nothing to gain by an exhibit¬ 
ion of her manufeturers at foreign ex¬ 
positions so far away,'said a promin¬ 
ent government official. In fact Brit¬ 
ish manufacturers have for some 
years past been trying to com', to an 
agreement whereby there should be 
no such exhibition in the future. It 
is simply a matter 6t pure business 
economy. Canadian manufacturers 
have been gradually withdrawing from 
the exhibit business at our pwn af¬ 
fairs. There Is a probability, how¬ 
ever, thrt Great Britain will send a na¬ 
tional exhibit to tbe exposition. 


If Germany Bids Above. the Present 
Navy Law, Policy of British Admir¬ 
alty May be Changed—Home Gov¬ 
ernment Responsible for Defence of 
British Empire. 

London.— *f Germany bids above 
the present navy law, ihen ou: policy 
will be 'two-keels to one,' was tbs 
striking statement of Lord Ashby St. 
Ledgers during tbe House of Lords 
debate on the ship building policy of 
the government. The debate was in¬ 
itiated by Lord Selbpfne, who Indicted 
the government for deliberately facing 
a short sixty per oent margin which 
It was agreed was necessary and which 
they themselves had ’'3d down. 

In 1915 Germany -\_ouJd Jiave 26 
dreadnoughts In the North Sea, while 
we should on'./ have a total of 39 
exclusive of those not built by British 
tax payers. He said nothing' about 
Canadian ships, that was a matter for 
the people of Canada. He only ask¬ 
ed tbe house to note how sorely that 
help from Canada was needed. 

He claimed that in 1916 wc. shall 
have a siyt. per cent, superiority plus 
something between four and eight 
ships. If tbe Canadian ships are not 
forthcoming, then the whole ship¬ 
building program will have to be re¬ 
considered. 

Critics asked what we are going to 
do about protecting our trade Id the 
Atlantic and In Ihe Pacific, but you 
must not count the enemy’s ships for 
the purpose of calculating their men¬ 
ace in home waters and count them 
again as preying on our trade in the 
Pacific pr in other seas.
